Report from the Chief Executive Officer 





1991-92 was a year of tremendous challenge and achievement for Northern Ontario’s science centre. We were undertaking 
the most ambitious capital development program in our history while at the same time, economic realities made our operational 
spending levels uncertain at best. 


The vision provided by our most recent strategic plan and the strength of our staff enabled us to absorb an astounding 50 per 
cent increase in capital expenditures. Total spending levels at Science North increased from $6.3 million in 1990-91 to over $9 
million in 1991-92, without affecting the operational integrity of this organization. 


Two parallel capital developments were priority projects in 1991-92: development of a major new attraction for the centre’s 
underground Cavern theatre and construction of a new visitor entrance and link between the Bell Grove arena and the Science 
North admissions area. 


Shooting Star is an original new 3-D film and laser adventure, featuring some of the world’s most advanced cinematic 
technology and a strong environmental theme. This Science North production will provide economic and cultural benefits to the 
North. Its $2 million production cost has been supported by the Ministry, FedNor, and by private donors. 


Development of a new visitor entrance and link, supported by the Province of Ontario’s Anti-Recession fund, is critical to the 
centre’s future expansion. The link to the Bell Grove arena will eventually provide expanded facilities for special events and 
Northern Ontario community programs. 


The highlight of our year was the October 24 visit to Science North by Their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales. 
It was a tremendous honour to be chosen as the host facility for the Province’s official welcoming ceremonies and an even greater 
honour was to follow. 


On October 25, Science North hosted a second Royal tour, a “surprise” visit by young Princes Harry and William. Having the 
children laugh and play alongside an unsuspecting public confirmed our efforts to make Science North accessible to everyone, 
regardless of social standing, education or ethnic background. 


Making Science North programs and services accessible to the people of the North is a two-pronged effort. First, Science North 
“Outreach” brings interactive science programs to communities throughout Northern Ontario. Second, the centre establishes 
permanent programs in these communities in partnership with volunteers. 


Science North now enjoys the highest percentage of visitor attendance relative to market size of any science centre in North 
America. Despite recessionary trends in the travel industry, Science North maintained its attendance in 1991 at approximately 
180,000 visitors. This achievement can be attributed to the generous support of the Northern Ontario community which provides 
our science centre with a strong, loyal audience. 


While Science North enjoyed considerable success over the year, we also faced 
economic reality. On November 21, 1991, the centre began an organizational-wide 
review of procedures and structures in a effort to reduce operating costs. Staff were 
divided into several “task forces” with the mandate to reduce costs, while protecting 
full-time jobs and public services. 


The resulting recommendations were fresh and feasible. While part-time staffing 
levels were reduced, all full-time employees were protected. Services were main- 
tained and additional revenue-generating programs were pursued. The end result 
was a renewed and stronger organization. 


| would like, on behalf of staff, to recognize the support and years of volunteer 
service provided by the past Chair of Science North’s Board, Robert G. Gougeon. 
During his term, Mr. Gougeon’s keen business sense and unflagging devotion to 
Science North won the respect of both board members and staff. We welcome the 
appointment of Dr. Lloyd Reed as Chair and look forward to the centre’s continued 
success under his leadership.

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Outreach Programs 
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Bringing science to the people 






pe ccessibility and fun are the key 
elements of Science North’s 
Outreach program, dedicated to 
bringing unique science experiences to 
communities across Northern Ontario. 
For many Northern residents, Outreach 
is the only contact they have with Science 
North’s style of interactive learning. Those 
who weren’t able to travel to Sudbury to 
see a winter exhibition of large-scale, 
animated dinosaurs, for example, were 
treated to special dinosaur-related pro- 


gramming in their home communities. 

Last year, Science North travelled to 
10 Northern districts delivering high 
quality science programming to a total 
audience of 28,780. Stops included 
urban centres such as Thunder Bay and 
Parry Sound, as well as isolated com- 
munities requiring air access. 

Science North staff flew into several 
such communities in Northwestern On- 
tario last year, including Sandy Lake, 
Deer Lake and Pikangikum. Programs 


were also offered in Moosonee, with the 
assistance of the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources air service. 

Science North travelledto provincial parks 
during the summer months, offering star- 
gazingparties, evening programs, andother 
science related activities. Several programs 
were also offered through the parks and 
recreation departments ofhostcommunhities, 
for children’s fairs and local day camps. All 
programs were available in either French or 
English.

Satellite 
Swap 
Shops 





The centre is working to establish per- 
manent exhibits and partnerships in 
Northern communities. In 1991, Science 
North’s first satellite Swap Shops were 
established in Timmins and Sault Ste. 
Marie with funding from the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines. At 
the Swap Shop, items gathered from 
nature are assigned a point value, allow- 
ing collectors to build “equity” each time 
they trade their collectibles for some- 
thing on display. The greater the know- 
ledge a collector has of an item, the 
greater the number of assigned points. 

Trading centres have been established 
at the Sault Ste. Marie museum and at 
the Timmins Public Library. Community 
volunteers have been recruited and 
trained to maintain the centres on a per- 
manent basis. Last year, Science North 
took advantage of its home base in Sault 
Ste. Marie to offer special workshops to 
the community. 






Toolboxes 


Science North has developed science 
“toolboxes” for loan to schools through- 
out the North. 

Each toolbox offers tools for scientific 
exploration, a guide for budding young 
scientists, and activity cards designed to 
apply science to everyday life. By using 
the toolboxes, teachers may offer their 
students a Science North experience 
without travelling to Sudbury.

4 cience North has designed pro- 
grams to appeal to the active 
curiosity of young minds. 
Science North Discovery Camps pro- 
vide 8 to 12 year old children with a week 
of enjoyable learning opportunities, like 
casting dinosaur teeth and exploring the 

skies. 

In 1991, Science North offered these 
unique day camps to 630 children in 
Timmins, North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie 
and Sudbury, a reduction from 1990 
operating levels due to lack of funding. 

Despite this challenge, Science North 





extended its innovative children’s pro- 

gramming to encompass more age 

groups and activities. 

e “Kinder Kids” is anew program geared 
to the five and under set, funded by a 
Science Culture Canada grant. In 
1991, “Kinder Kids” programs reached 
approximately 225 children in their 
home communities of Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins, North Bay 
and Sudbury. 

e “Saturday Morning Magic”, a five week 
program of science fun for Sudbury 
children ages four to seven, was of- 


fered from November to December 
and again from February to March, in 
conjunction with a special exhibition of 
animated dinosaurs. 

March school holiday programs for 
children ages 8 to 12, and “Sunset to 
Sunrise Camp-Ins”, overnight science 
camps for children ages 9 and up, 
remained popular. During the past 
fiscal year, approximately 500 chil- 
dren from Sudbury and points North 
registered for overnight camps. This 
unique experience was offered to both 
school groups and the general public.

Taking science to the classroom 


cience North’s reach into the 
educational community extends 
beyond traditional classroom 
visits. 

Almost 34,730 school children from 
across the province and Sudbury ben- 
efited from Science North’s unique 
learning environment, during the 1991- 
92 fiscal year. 

Many took advantage of Science North 
school memberships, which provide 
students and teachers with unlimited 
admission to the centre’s attractions and 
specialevents. The Chapitre des Caisses 
Populaires de la Région de Sudbury 
purchased memberships on behalf of 
local elementary level French language 
schools for a fifth consecutive year. 

Memberships were also purchased by 
individual schools of the English section 
of the Sudbury Roman Catholic Separate 
School Board, and by individual public 
schools in Sudbury.

Science North expanded its teacher 
workshops to encourage science fun in 
the classroom. 


¢ In 1991-92, Science North travelled to 
North Bay, Foleyet, Dorset and Sault 
Ste. Marie to actively demonstrate how 
science can be made fun in the class- 
















room. Topics included: how to use 
Science North toolboxes, making sim- 
ple machines, prospecting, pollution 
monitoring, forestry, and more. A total 
of 800 educators were reached through 
teacher workshops, including 300 sci- 
ence teachers attending a Science 
Teachers’ Association of Ontario 
(STAO) conference held at Science 
North. 

¢ Level Il Primary/Junior accreditation 
courses were held for a second year at 
Science North in conjunction with 
Nipissing University College, for 20 
teachers wishing to specialize in sci- 
ence at an elementary level. 

e Science North has become a popular 
destination for student teachers seek- 
ing two week practicum placements. 
In 1991-92, a total of 22 student teach- 
ers from l’Ecole des sciences de 
’Education at Laurentian University 
and one student teacher from the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa completed French 
language placements at Science North.

New entrance 


onstruction of a new visitor en- 
trance andlink, joining the former 
Bell Grove arena with Science 
North, remained on schedule and within 
budget. 

The new glass-enclosed walkway, 
joining the arena with the admissions 
area of Science North, and a new en- 
trance, located at the main 
doors to the arena, were 
targeted to open in time for 
the centre’s eighth anniver- 
sary, June 19, 1992, exactly 
one year after start of con- 
struction. 

The walkway features 
Native art and a fountain 
prism which interacts with 
natural sunlight to create a 
rainbow of colour. 

Exhibits have been de- 
signed for the new entrance 
to illustrate life in Northern 
Ontario. A small “living for- 
est’, forexample, invites the 
public to experience the 
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sensation of walking along a mossy floor 
beneath towering conifers. The new 


exhibits include “peep holes” featuring 
three-dimensional images from the North. 

The new entrance and link were funded 
by a $1.27 million grant under the prov- 
ince’s anti-recession fund. The arena 
willbe purchased from the City of Sudbury 
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with a $2.535 million grant from the Min- 
istry of Culture and Communications. 
The City will continue to operate an ice 
surface in the arena until April, 1993 when 
Science North takes full possession. 

The arena will eventually house alarge 
special events hall for travelling exhibits 
and shows. Itwillalso serve as a base for 
expanded service to North- 
ern Ontario. 

Architectural plans are 
complete for long term de- 
velopment. Eventually, an 
overhead “sky link” will 
connect the exhibit building 
with the arena, completing 
a circular loop of Science 
North. Visitors will enter the 
arena and proceed to Sci- 
ence North admissions via 
the overland walkway, con- 
tinue to the exhibit floors 
through an underground 
tunnel, and exit back into 
the arena by way of an over- 
head sky link.

A high tech look inside 
the brain 


Science North opened its major new ex- 
hibit for 1991 on May 16, a high tech look 
inside the human brain that has become a 
“must see” for visitors to the centre. 

“Your Amazing Brain” is Science 


The noise of city traffic gradually fades 
as you wind your way through towering 
cattails. Along the way, you stop to 
watch as a Great Blue Heron feeds nearby 
and a muskrat makes its way down 
Nepahwin Creek. 

Each twist and turn of the Boardwalk 
offers a surprise from the natural world. 
You feel suspended within the marsh, as 
each section of the Boardwalkis screened 
from sight until you are actually upon it. 

This is the experience of the new Lily 
Creek Boardwalk, officially opened 
October 11, 1991 with a special “cattail 
cutting” ceremony. The Boardwalk winds 
its way through the Lily Creek Marsh, 
offering visitors 350 metres of natural 
beauty. 

The Boardwalk was developed by Sci- 
ence North in partnership with the

Dinosaur! Encore, a special exhibition 
of large-scale animated dinosaurs, hada 
tremendously successful run from 
November, 1991 to March, 1992. 

These life-like dinosaurs, a creation of 
California-based Dinamation Inc., last 
visited Science North in 1989. 

Their encore performance included 
new dinosaurs, dinosaur “babies”, anda 
fast-paced, live show comparing dino- 
saurs of the past with modern “living 
fossils”. 

This original show, unique placement 
of the dinosaur models in Science North’s 
underground rock Cavern, and presen- 


North’s first interactive mini-theatre pro- 
duction and the most technologically 
advanced ofits type. Itinvites audiences 
to actively participate in a sophisticated 
sound, light and film show. 

The show looks at the human brain’s 
amazing capacity to perform the daily 
routines of life. Audiences have the 
opportunity to test their reflexes, sense 
of touch, and more.

tations by world renowned guest speak- 
ers attracted 57,000 visitors in 1992 and 
set several attendance records. 

Science North recorded its highest 
March school break attendance ever in 
1992, set an*attendance record during 
the month of January, and increased 
attendance over the previous year by 40 
per cent in December and 37 per cent in 
February. 

Dinosaur! Encore is the fifth large- 
scale winter special event featured at 
Science North. Since 1989, the centre 
has designed and presented special 
events to boost winter attendance and to 
create additional educational opportuni- 
ties for school groups. 


Further exploration of the senses is 
invited in a “Sensory Surround” exhibit 
area, partially funded by a grant from the 
Premier's Council on Health, Well-being 
and Social Justice. 

“Your Amazing Brain” is Science

he biggest development chal-

Shooting Star, a new $2 million 3-D film 
and laser adventure scheduled to open 
June 19, 1992. 





majestic glaciers. 


Shooting Star was conceived and de- 
veloped by Science North as its primary 
attraction for the balance of the twentieth 
century. The 30-minute production re- 
places the 3-D movie Wilderness in the 
Cavern theatre, providing a new attrac- 
tion to draw repeat visitation from the 
centre’s important local and Northeast- 
ern Ontario markets. It is estimated 
Shooting Star will be seen by an audi- 
ence of one million over the next five 


years. 
This “made-in-the-North” production 
combines advanced cinematic 


technology with natural history and envi- 
ronmental themes. The result is original, 
entertaining and educational. 

Already Shooting Star is attracting 
international recognition for its high pro- 
duction quality. Science North now pos- 
sesses one of only five permanent 3-D 
laser installations in the world and is the 
first to incorporate 3-D laser images into 
70 mm film. 

Shooting Star tells the story of the 
evolution of the Sudbury Basin, a geo- 
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Film crews travelled to Iceland to capture incredible 
footage of volcanic gases and of Europe's most 


logical feature which both fascinates and 
puzzles scientists. Itis also a journey into 
the spiritual and cultural traditions of the 
Ojibwe people, especially as they per- 
tain to the appreciation and protection of 
‘Mother Earth’. 
Acclaimed Canadian actor 
Gary Farmer plays “the grand- 
father’, a Native elder who 
guides the audience and his 
city-wise granddaughter 
through billions of years of 
geological history. Twelve- 
year-old Shannon Petah- 
tegoose of Copper Cliff, 
Ontario, was chosen from lo- 
cal auditions to make her film 
debut as “the granddaughter”. 
Filming for the production 
commencedinMayandwrapped 
up in August, 1991. Locations 
included Australia’s Great Barrier 
Reef, the volcano and glacier 
fields of Iceland, and the pristine 
lakes and white quartz moun- 
tains of the Sudbury District. An additional 
ten months were devoted to post-produc- 
tion, to create the final 30-minute movie. 
Science North award-winning Senior 
Producer David Lickley is director, co- 
writer and co-producer of Shooting Star. 
The Science North supportteam includes 
Project Leader Alan Ags 
Nursall, Senior Scientist & 
Tom Semadeni, Associ- 
ate Producer Robert 
Gagne and the Cavern 
Show Subcommittee of 
the Board of Trustees. 
Together they re- 
cruited some of North ® 
America’s top film mak- js; 
ers, including Toronto- & 
based Stereographer 
Noel Archambault, who 
has gained acclaim as § 
location director for the !

IMAX film “At the Max”, 
and Director of Photog- 










raphy Harry Lake, an award-winning 
DOP with over 20 years experience. 

The Science North team solicited the 
involvement of the Native community to 
ensure the authenticity and appropriate- 
ness of the film’s many Ojibwe themes 
and ceremonies. 

Fundraising to successfully achieve 
the production’s $2 million price tag also 
involved an extensive support network: 


e $1.1 million through the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications, 

¢ $600,000 through FedNor, 

e $170,000 through seven corporations: 
Bell, Centra Gas, LOEB, MCTV, Pepsi, 
Procter & Gamble and the Royal Bank, 

e $97,000 through a local business 
Campaign supported by over 36 con- 
tributors. 


The remainder was raised through 
donations by over 200 individuals, 
schools, small businesses and labour 
organizations. Science North Gold 
Memberships, the annual Support for 
Science Group lottery and miscellane- 
ous sales also supported the project.

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Future development 


A major development proposal for the 
Big Nickel Mine was completed by a 
committee of the Board of Trustees in 
the previous fiscal year. The proposal 
calls for three phases of development: 


e Phase one addresses the primary 
need, underground development. 
Plans include: installation of a per- 
sonnel carrier and expanded tunnel- 
ling; drilling of a new shaft and in- 
stallation of a new, larger elevator; 
expansion of current drifts; develop- 
ment of underground theatres por- 
traying modern mining technology; 
and modification of existing surface 
buildings to allow for new entry and 
exit points. 

e Phase two will enhance the surface of 

the Big Nickel Mine site. Rock walls 

and faces will be designed to sur- 
round visitors to integrate the surface 





experience with that encountered un- 
derground. Activities include: blast- 
ing and cleaning selected areas; 
blasting rock cuts to surround pas- 
sageways leading to lookout points; 
repositioning the Big Nickel on an 
elevated pedestal, in line with INCO 
Ltd.’s Copper Cliff complex. 


e Phase three will see construction of a 


new exhibit building to connect both 
surface and underground experiences. 
Development includes: construction 
of the exhibit building anda headframe 
observation tower; design and con- 
struction of new exhibits and theatres; 
final renovations to adjacent, existing 
surface buildings to accommodate in- 
creased attendance. 


A Big Nickel Mine Development Com- 
mittee will continue its search for re- 
sources to make this project possible. In 
the interim, the Big Nickel Mine contin- 
ues to offer public tours, educational 
programs, and the Path of Discovery bus 
tour which takes passengers to the nickel 
processing facilities of INCO Ltd.

Notes to Financial Statements 


Year ended March 31, 1992 





Science North is an Agency of Her Maj- 
esty created under the Science North 
Act, 1986 by the Ontario Legislative 
Assembly. The principal activities of 
Science North (hereinafter referred to 
as the “Centre”) include the operation of 
a science centre providing stimulating 
learning opportunities and experiences 
throughout Northern Ontario in English 
and in French, for both residents and 
tourists, which involve people in the 
relationships between science and 
technology and everyday life with a 
Northern emphasis. 


1. Significant reporting 
practices and accounting 
policies: 


Significant reporting practices: 


Because the Centre receives funding 
for special purposes as well as for op- 
erational purposes, the financial state- 
ments are presented in’a manner which 
segregates the following fund balances: 


a) Operating fund, which presents the 
. day-to-day demonstrative, admin- 
istrative and maintenance opera- 
tions of the Centre. Costs incurred 
by the fund relating directly to other 
funds are accounted for as a trans- 

fer between funds. 

b) Capital fund, which presents those 
funds made available for capital 
acquisitions, replacements and 
enhancements through govern- 
ment grants, donations and certain 
special fundraising activities. 
Unexpended capital equity repre- 
sents budgeted capital expenditures 
notyetincurred. Unfinanced capital 
represents capital expenditures 
made but not yet financed. 

c) Reserves and restricted funds, 
which present certain funds set aside 
by the Centre for restricted pur- 
poses, some to be used at the 
discretion of the Board of Trustees 
and others as prescribed by the 
Province of Ontario, the Centre and 
other benefactors which are re- 
stricted as to purpose and expend- 
ability. . 
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Significant accounting policies: 


These financial statements are prepared 
in accordance with the following signifi- 
cant accounting policies: 


Capital assets: 


Capital assets are stated at cost or fair 
market value if donated. The exception to 
this policy is the Bell Grove land donated to 
the Centre by the City of Sudbury. No 
amount has been assigned to this asset. 
Capital assets purchased from grants 
and donations are included as capital 
assets with a corresponding increase in 
investment in capital assets. 
Depreciation on exhibits and equipment 
is provided on a straight-line basis at a 
rate of 20% per annum commencing in 
1991. When complete, the cavern show, 
Shooting Star, will be depreciated at a 
rate of 12.5% per annum. 


Investment income: 


The Centre allocates investment income 
earned on the following bases: 
i) On operating funds 
- to the Operating Fund 
ii) On capital funds 
- to the Operating Fund 
iii) on restricted funds 
- to the Restricted Fund

3. Economic dependence: 


Pursuant to the Act which established 
Science North, the Centre receives capi- 
taland annual operating assistance from 
the Province of Ontario which has the 
power to appoint the Board of Trustees 
which manages the affairs of the Centre. 


4. Commitments: 


a) Pursuant to an offer to purchase 
dated May 29, 1990, the Centre is 
committed to purchase a_ building 
on April 1, 1993 for $2,535,000, for 
planned expansion of its operations. 
The purchase is fully funded by 
monies currently included in 
Unexpended Capital Equity, anda 
$126,750 realty deposit is included 
in deposits and prepaid expenses 
on the balance sheet. 

b) Shooting Star, the Centre’s new 
cavern show is scheduled to open 
June 19, 1992. Commitments to 
spend a further $216,000 on the 
completion of the show will be funded 
by $46,000 now in unexpended 
capital equity, $53,000 in donations 
pledged but not received at March 
31, and $100,000 in committed 
sponsorship revenue. Ongoing 
fundraising will fund the small bal- 
ance remaining. 

c) Unrecordedcommitments in respect 
of uncompleted capital projects, ex- 
clusive of those referred to in a) and 
b) amountto approximately $485,000 
and are to be funded by amounts 
included in Unexpended Capital 
Equity and deferred revenues. 

d) Vacation pay is provided for in the 
accounts to the extent of part-time 
and non-permanent employees only. 
Vacation pay entitlements for full- 
time employees are accounted for 
on a cash basis. The unrecorded
